When a correspondent of the Associated 
Press approached Senor Garnica, of the 
Spanish commission, for further details of 
the treaty, he said: 


“The fact that you represent all the 
American and English papers is really a 
reason why [ should say nothing. But 
what you show me as having been cabled 
is substantially correct. The exact number 
of articles is still undetermined. It de- 
pends upon how Secretaries Ojeda and 
Moore divide the treaty. It may be twelve 
or twenty articles. The Americans are to 
pay the indemnity within three months 
of the ratification. We shall appoint con- 
suls in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pine islands without delay. The Cuban 
consul will be accredited to the powers 
that be.” . 

Says Americans Have Cheek. 

Asked why the Spaniards refused to 
grant the United States a coaling station 
{n the Caroline islands, Senor Garnica said: 

the Americans could thhardly expect 
that we should agree to discuss matters 
after the lessons we have had from 
them on this point. When we wished to 
discuss the Cuban debt they absolutely 
refused to consider it, and then they 
ask jis for whatever they want. Quelle 
toupet (what cheek), yet the Cuban 
debt remains an important question for 
settlement. 

In regard to the Spaniards’ final protest 
on the subject of the Maine, Senor Garnica 


remarked: 

That protest now hecomes history, and 
it is embodied in the protocol. We do 
not wish to remain under an imputation 
which would perpetuate animosity and 
hatred against us and which would be 
a source of constant irritation jn Spain. 
It must be cleared up, in justice to 
ourselves. - There are many other caus- 
es to bring hatred between the two na- 
tions without the adaition of such a 
cne as this. 

“As to tihhe future relations of the two 
countries, that is one of th= things history 
alone can determine. Many nations which 
have been deadly enemies are speedily re- 
conciled.”’ 

Senor Garnica was then questioned as to 
the future of the Philippine tslands, and 
he said: 

‘*The United States has inaugurated 

a policy which will bring it much 
trouble and many responsibilities. The 
Americans are not prepared for the 


work they are about to undertake.”’

In spite of the secrecy observed by the 
Americans, it is learned that the treaty, 
in substance consists of thirteen or four- 
teen articles. The principal articles pro- 
vide for the cession and evacuation of 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippine isl- 
ands and the political, administrative and 
financial results thereof, the acquirement 
the United States of public property 
the relinquishment of the jarchives. 
articles of. second importance deter- 
Status of Spanish subjects re- 
maining in the ceded territories and un- 
finished lawsuits and contracts; guarantees 
of the same terms to Spanish shipping and 
imposed upon American 
shipping and merchandise in the Philippine 
islands for ten years, and leaving the stat- 
us Of Spanish commerce in the West Indies 
to be settled later. 

An important provision is the guarantee 
of religious freedom in the ceded territo- 
ries, in the same terms as the Florida 
treaty, the Americans having steadfastly 
refused to incorporate any guarantee of 
the United States, determination to favor 
-ne property of the Catholic church, leav- 
ing it subject to the general laws on the 
Same footing as private property. 

The Americins were apprehensive even 
even yesterday that there might be some 
unforseeable turn of affairs which would 
frustrate their efforts at the eleventh hour. 

Senator-Gray, though well Known to be 
radically opposed to the policy of annexa- 
tion or “imperialism,” will vote in the 
Senate to ratify the treaty, considering 
that his signing that document binds him 
to suppert it.

CHARGE. 


Imparcial Declares Americans Blew Up 
the Maine in Havana Harbor. 
Madrid, December 9.—The Imparcial pub- 
lishes another inflammatory article today 
on the subject of the Maine charges. The 
paper intimates that the explosion was the 
outcome of an intense desire *‘upon the part 
of certain factions in the United States 
to see the outbreak of war. which was 
unpopular with the majority of Americans.” 

The Imparcial adds: 

“The partisans of the war realized that 
something startling was necessary to 
arouse national.sentiment—it was a re- 
markable chance. Almost all the Maine’s 
officers were on board ship at the time of 
the catastrophe. Those who charge the 
Spaniards with being capable of such a 
monstrous act are well capable of commit- 
ting it themselves.”’ 

In conelusion, The Imparcial says: 

“Spain cannot remain under such an in- 
famous charge. It would be preferable to 
give the world the spectacle of national 
suicide.’’

london, December 10.—The Times, dealing 
editorially this morning with the “evidences 
of strong opposition to the annexation poli- 
cy of the United States, and the rumors 
me America will resell the Philippines,”’ 
says:

Chief McePefu, of the Magatos tribe, in the 
Zouttans Borg district, has proved a c¢om- 
plete fiasco. The chief has outmaneuv-- 
ered the Boers, and is now in the splendid- 
ly fortified mountain Stronghold which he 
has long occupied as a eenter of opera- 
tions, and where he has assembled a large 
army. 

General Joubert, the commander of the 
Boer expedition sent against tHe chief, is 
ill and with his forces in a state of semi- 
mutiny, is returning to Pretoria.

Sale of Internal Revenue Stamps. 
Representative Carter Tate proposes to 
make himself popular with the farmers and 
the patrons cf smal! postoffices throughout 
the United States by urging a change in the 
postal regulations so as to authorize the 


' sale of internal revenue stamps at fourth- 
‘ cless 


postoffices. Mr. Tate has been in 
consultation with the officials of the post- 
Office department, and also the commission- 
er of internal revenue, on this subject, and 
tie consensus of opinion is that such an 
arrangement will be a great convenience to 
the citizens in the rural districts. ‘It is in 
the nature of a hardship,’’ says Mr. Tate, 
“to compel the country people to go into 
the cities for internal revenue stamps every 
time they wish to execute a deed, a mort- 
&age, note or legal paper. The postal regu- 
lations can easily be modified to enable 
fourth-class postmasters to keep on hand 
& moderate supply of internal revenue 
stamps.”’ 

Since it became known that Mr. Tate was 
interesting himSelf in this subject, his cor- 
respondence from all parts of the country 
has increased, and he is likely to derive 
almost as much glory from connection 
with it as he did by his efforts to extend 
the free delivery system to the rural dis- 
tricts. Mr. Tate's lone service in the house 
as a representative of rural constituency 
enables him to look at these questions from 
a purely practical standpoint. 

He is not given to advocating extravagant 
expenditures of the public moneys, but he 
contends that the most liberal provision 
should be made by the government for 
facilitating the -collection and the dellvery 
of the mail among the people who live in 
the country. As there is no indication of an 
immediate repeal of the war tax, the gov- 
ernment should be willing to make the 
collection of that tax as convenient as 
possible to the people who are paying the 
tax without a murmur. There is a question 
in the minds of some of the officials as to 
whether the postal regulations can be ex- 
tended to enable the postmasters at the 
small offices to sell internal revenue stamps.

Washington, December 9.—The trans- 
Portation to Spain by the Unitéd States 
the Spanish prisoners surrendered at San- 
tiago, Cuba, was taken up by the war in- 
vestigating commission today and Colonel 
Hecker, who made the contract for the 
United States, was recalled to testify on 
this point. He said there had been a com- 
bine of New York shipping concerns which 
would have caused an outlay of $1,400,000, 
while the actual outlay made was $513,000. 

The lowest bid was from a Philadelphia 
junk dealer, who, however, has no visi- 
ble means of executing the contract, and 
admitted his own doubt as to getting suf- 
ficient bond. This Philadelphian, Colonel 
Hecker testified, protested against not be- 
ing awarded the contract on the ground 
that he had “a chance to make some money 
out of it.” 

The most feasible bidder was the Span- 
ish Trans-Atlantic Company. Its bid, un- 
like the others, relieved the government of 
ali medical attendance and, finally, on the 
eovernment’s representations, the company 
agreed to reduce its figures about $180,000. 

“What induced the government to send 
those people to Spain?’ was asked. 

“Don't know. The terms of surrender 
provided for it. 

Colonel Hecker read a long statement 
signed by William E. Ryan, detailing the 
« alleged methods of the transportation bu- 
reau in connection with the attempted 
sale of certain ships to the government, 
Colonel Hecker Said he did not know Ryan. 

Several members of the commission said 
they would be glad to summon Ryan if he 
could be found. 

Approached by McKinley’s Brother. 

Upen being asked if the was ever ap- 
pypacked by Abner McKinley relative to 
the purchase of ships, Colonel Hecker re- 
plied: f 

“Never but once. He spoke to me about 
a water harge for which there was no use 
at the time, and I so informed him. I 
never had any other cormmunication from 
him either direetly or indirectly.” 

“What part did the firm of which Abner 
McKinley is a member play in the sale of 
ships?’ asked ex-Governor Wodedbury. 

“None at all as to the army,’’ replied 
Colonel Hecker. ‘I do not know as to the 
navy.” 

Asked as to Ryan's charge that there was 
a subordinate in Colonel Hecker’s office 
who exercised much influence and could be 
approached, Colonel Hecker replied that the 
@egotiations were conducted directly, and 
that no subordinate in the office could have 
exercised any influence. That was the first 
direct charge of corruption he had seen 
against himself and he considered himself 
responsible for what went on in his office. 
He should, he said, like to be confronted 
with Ryan. The commission decided 10 
summon Ryan if he could be found. 

Surgeon A. E. Appel, the next witness, 
was examined as to the camp site and di- 
vision ‘hospital at Miami, Fla. He did not

Chicago, December 9.—Democrats, repub- 
licans and citizens, irrespective of party, 
assen. bled in mass meetings in various 
wards of the city tcday and declared 
themselves unalterably opposed to any 
street railway legislation under the Allen 
law.

When the death warrant was read to An- 
dersen he was calm and said he was ready 
tO gO. 


“T shal] die and go into the presence of 
Goa without blot or blemish of guilt on my 
soul.’’ 


Andersen marched from his cell to the 
scaffold unsupported and with firm step, 
ascending the steps without assistance. 

After prayer by Rev. J. B. Merritt, chap- 
lain of the seamen’s bethel, who kissed him 
goodby, Andersen made a short speech, say- 
ing he had forgiven the men who swore his 
life away and would die at peace with the 
world and God. He spoke pleasantly to all 
and smiled at the death watchers and to 
the crowd below and in a firm voite said: 

“I am ready.’’ 

The work of preparing him for the final 
act in the tragedy was proceeded with. As 
the black cap dropped over his head it hid 
his smile from view. Deputy Sergeant Rol- 
ston, who strapped his limbs, says there 
was not the slightest tremor of a muscle 

Head Slips Through the Noose. 

At 3:06 the trap was sprung and Ander- 
sen’s body shot downward. The rope parted 
inside the Knot and his body fell to

.Officers and witnesses rushed to the body 


and snatched the cap from his head, to 
find blood oozing from mouth, nose and 
eyes. 

A doctor

made hurriedly. All was excitement. The 
other end of the rope—the end with which 
the negro murderer, Downing, was hanged 
here December 12, 1896, and later a man in 
Meiklenberg—was adjusted around his 
neck. He was raised to a standing position 
and the straps again placed on his limbs. 
While being supported by the officers the 
trap was again sprung. In twenty-three 
minutes life was pronounced extinct. Nine 
minutes elapsed between the first and sec- 
Andersen’s neck was broken,

Marshal Treat refused to turn the body 
over to the Virginia Anatomincal Society 
and it was placed in, a handsome casket 
and buried in the Seamans’ lot in Elmwood 
cemetery. A representative of the society 
made a proposition for the body, but the 
marshal answerd: 

“No, sirs nothing less than an order from 
the attorney general of the United States 
wiil get it.’ 

Andersen’s crime has attracted widespread 
attention, being a sea tragedy of singular 
romance and atrocity. The schooner Olive 
Pecker siled from Boston laden with lum- 
ber for a point on the River Platte, Brazil. 
When 1530 miles off the coast’ of Brazil, 
Andersen had an altercation with the cap- 
tain. When the latter retired to the cabin 
Andersen followed and shot the captain 
dead.. 

Then he armed himself heavily and went 
on deck, where, mounted on the forecastle 
he terrorized al] on beard. The mate, who 
was aloft, was called down and while 
pleading for his life was shot four times. 
Then the crew were ordered to throw the 
dying mate overboard, and on protesting 
that he was not dead, were assured that 
he was ‘dead enough.’’ This done, the 
crew were marched below at the point of 
a pistol and ordered to throw the captain's 
body overboard. 

Then He Burns the Vessel. 

Then Andersen directed that oil be thrown 
over the jumber, after which the oil-soaked 
ship was set afire and the murderous crew 
took to the boats. 

Andersen was apprehended at Bahia, Bra- 
zil, and sent north on the United States 
gunboat Lantaster. He was tried and con- 
victed in the United States court at Nor- 
folk, Va., and a stubborn fight was made 
up to the supreme court, the conviction be-

ADMIRAL SENDS DEPARTMENT

Washington, December 9.—The navy de- 
partment has received a cablegram from 
Admiral Dewey, summarizing the existing 
conditions at Manila and such points jn the 
Philippines as has been visited by his of- 
ficers. 

Advices also have been received from 
General Otis, the commandant of the Unit- 
ed States military forces in the islands, and 
they both go to show a notable improve 
ment in conditions and the growth of a pet- 
ter spirit among those factions of the na- 
tives which promised to give trouble. This 
fact is particularly gratifying, as the 
United States government is already giving 
consideration to the best means at hand 
to redeem the pledge it will be placed un- 
der by the treaty of Paris tc secure the 
release of the Spanish prisoners held by 
the Philippine natives. 

There are aLout five ‘hundred clerical tris- 
oners and the government is confident that 
their captors will release them upon proper 
presentations from General Otis and 
miral Dewey.

VHAT THE LOWER HOUSE DiD. 


Fixes the Tax Rate and Passes Several 
Important Measures. 

On account of some clerical error the 
nension bills of Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, 
were transmitted to the serate on Thursday 
of this week, despite the fact that motions 
to reconsider these bills were pending in the 
house. Comsequently, on yesterday, Mr. 
Speer, of Sumter, offered a resolution which 
was adopted requesting the senate to return 
bills to the house in order that they 
take the course prescribed under the

Afternoon Session. 
Calvin, of Richmond, next offered a 
resolution, which was adopted, providing 
for afternoon sessions in lieu of night ses- 
sions during the remainder of the time in 
which the legislature is to sit. These after- 
noon sessions will begin at 3 o’clock and 
end at 6 o’clock. There will be no change 
In the hours fixed for the morning sessions. 
Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, opposed the resolu- 
tion on the ground that afternoon sessions 
would interfere with committee work and 
thus retard legislation. Mr. Hall, of Bit, 
argued that enough bills had already been 
passed upon by committees to the 
house busy for the remainder of the year 
and that it was Virtually for com- 
mittees to pass upon any more bills. Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, argued that better 
results could be accomplished by holding 
afternoon sesstons* than by holding night 
sessions. He argued that committee meet- 
ings could be held at night if necessary. 
On. being put to the house the resolution 
Was adopted as stated above. 
Ready for President McKinley. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, next offer- 
ed a resolution which was adopted provid- 
ing that on next Wednesday at 1 o'clock 
the general assembly met in joint session 
in the hal] of the house of representatives 
for the purpose of formally. receiving the 
president of the United States and the dis- 
tinguished party of visitors who will ac- 
company him. Mr. Hardwick also offered 
another resolution which was adopted ex- 
tending the privileges of the floor during 
the next week to the governor of the state 
of Alabama and the members of the gen- 
eral assembly of that state. Mr. Hardwick 
informed the house that the officials in 
question would be the guests ofthe-state 
ef Georgia during the Peace Jubilee. Mr. 
Hardwick is one of the members of the 
joint committee appointed several days ago 
to confer with Governor Candler in regard 
to the arrangement for the approaching 
festiviiies. 

General Appropriations Bill Passes. 

Speaker Little announced that the next 
order of business was the consideration of 
the report of the committee of the whole 
house on the general appropriations bill. 
Each of the amendments proposed by the 
committee of the whole house was acted 
upon separately, after which the report 
was adopted in toto. When the genera! ap- 
propriations bill was put upon its passage 
only seven members voted in the negative. 
of Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, 
the general appropriations bill was imme- 
Ciately transmitted to the senate. 

Tax on Commercial Agencies. 

The general tax bill was called up on the 
motion of Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, to 
reconsider that section of the bill which 
fixes the tax imposed upon commercial 
agencies. Mr. Hardwick argued that it was 
unjust to fix this tax at $200, since it applied 
to each place of business where these com- 
mercial agencies operated. He requested the 
clerk to read certain documents received 
from R. G. Dun & Co. showing the reasons 
Which that firm advanced in opposition to 
the tax. These documents brought out the 
information that the firm in question had 
five branch offices in the state and that 
under the operations of the law it would be 
required to pay $1,000 into the treasury on 
the score of this tax. Besides, these docu- 
ments disclosed the fact that the firm in 
question paid heavy ad valorem taxes and 
that it spent more money in the state’ than 
it derived from the state. On this showing 
the house decided to reconsider the section 
in question and to reduce the tax from 
$200 to $100. 

Property on County Lines. 

Mr. Stone, of Walton, next moved to re- 
consider section 6 of the general tax bill 
in order to submit an amendment to that 
section providing that where property own- 
ed by corporations was located on county 
lines it might be returned for taxation in 
that county in which the principal office of 
the corporation owning it was located. 
Mr. Stone in support of his motion stated 
that the High Shoals Manufacturing. Com- 
pany owned property located on the line 
between Walton and Morgan counties, but 
that its principal office was located in Wal- 
ton county and that its litigation was ad- 
judicated in the courts of Walton county. 
He stated that the amendment which he 
desired to submit could not possibly injure 
the rights of property owners in any sense 
and that it only sought to secure for Wal- 
ton county its simple rights. Mr. Newton, of 
Morgan, opposed the motion to reconsider. 
He said that he saw no reason for changing 
the law which related to the return of 
property for taxation. Mr. Felker, é6f Mon- 
roe, advocated the moticn to reconsider. Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, and Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, 
opposed the motion to reconsider. Whén the 
matter was finally acted upon the motion 
to reconsider was lost. 

Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, offered a resolu- 
tion, declaring Hon. John Vickers, of Coffee

Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, moved to recon- 
sider section 11 of the general tax bill in 
order to submit an amendment reducing 
the tax imposed upon bicycle manufactur- 
érs from $200 to $190. He said that on look- 
ing into the matter he was satisfied that 
$200 Was excessive. 

Mr. Lang Moves To Reconsider. 

Mr. Laing, of Terrell, next moved to re- 
consider paragraph 15 of section 2 of the 
general tax bill relative to the tax on 
dispensaries in order to submit an amend- 
ment to that paragraph seeking to modify 
the operations with respect to the county 
of Terrell. He said that there were several 
dispensaries in the county of Terrell, but 
that they operated under one commission, 
and that ‘he did not think that they ought 
to be required to pay but one tax. Mr. 
Freeman, of Coweta, opposed the motion 
to reconsider, and was fullowed by Mr. 
Harrison, of Quitman, who took the same 
ground, contending that wihen counties 
went into the whisky business they ought 
to be taxed like individuals. Mr. Johnson, 
of Bartow, favored the motion to recon- 
sider, but stated that he did so for differ- 
€ént reasons from those which influenced 
Mr. Laing, of Terrell. He stated that he 
Wanted to have. the paragraph reconsid- 
ered in order that ‘the might propose to 
increase the tax on dispensaries. Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, opposed the motion to re- 
consider. Mr, Laing,of Terrell, in support 
of the motion to reconsider, stated that 
he was actuated by reasons of temperance.

Fixing the Tax Rate. 

Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, stated that the 
only thing necessary to perfect the general 
tax bill wag to fix the tax rate. Taking 
up from his desk several pieres of letter 
paper on which he had made calculations, 
he announced that the expenditures of the 
state for each of the years 1899 and 1590 
would aggregate $2,603,500.44, from which 
amount $554,901,000 estimated revenues from 
special taxation, was to be subtracted, leav- 
ing $2/048'599.644 to be raised by ad vaiorem 
taxation. In order to raise this amount 
on the basis of $412,000,000 worth, of prop- 
erty being put upon the digest, he stated 
that it would be necessary to tnake the 
tax rate 5.36 mills. Accordingly, he pro- 
posed to amend the general tax bill by 
fixing the tax rate at these figures. There 
was no opposition, and the amendment was 
adopted. On the passage of the general 
tax bill, which was the next matter be- 
fore the house, the ayes were 1388, and 
the nays were none. On motion of Mr. 
Freeman, of Coweta, the geenral tax Dill 
was immediately transinitted 10 the sen- 
ate.

The next bill which came up for consid- 
eration was the bill otf Mr. Easterlin, of 
Macon, to amend an uct requiring the 
ecmmissioner of agriculture to establish 
a department of horticulture and pomol- 
ogy. Mr. Easterlin explained that the bill 
provided for no new appropriation, but 
merely sought to render operative an act 
already passed by the legislature. He said 
that diseased fruit trees were being con- 
stantly shipped into the state and that un- 
less the plan of inspection presented in the 
bill was put into effect serious results 
would follow. The biil was warmly sup- 
ported by Mr. Stubbs, of Laurens; Mr. 
Johnson, of Floyd, and Mr. Lane, of Bibb. 
On being put to the house the bill was 
passed overwhelmingly. On motion of the 
author the bill was immediately trans- 
mitted to the senate, 

Warm Fight Over Local Bill. 

The next bill which came up for consid- 
eration was the bill of Mr. Lane, of Early, 
to repeal the act estabiishing dispensary 
in the town of Barly. Mr. Willingham, of 
Monroe, asked that the bil] which had been 
favorably reported by the general judiciary 
committee be re-committed to the com- 
mittee on temperance, He said that the 
character of the bill was such that it 
ought to be considered by that committee 
before it was acted upon in the ‘house, and 
he said that in asking that it be given this 
direction, he did not mean to reffect upon 
the special judiciary committee. On being 
put to the house the request of Mr. Willing- 
ham, of Monroe, was lost. Mr. Lane, of 
Early, who was next recognized, stated 
that he had been elected on the dispensary 
and that the bill to abolish the dis- 
pensary reflected the wishes of the people 
who elected him. Mr. Harrison, of Quit- 
man, supported the pill. He stated that 
since Mr. Lane, of Early, had been elected 
on the issue ing question, it was the duty 
of the house to pass the bill. Mr. Lane, 
of Bibb, opposed the bill.

The bill for injunction was filed by N. J. 
& T. A. Hammond, of Atlanta; Lawton & 
Cunningham, of Savannah, 
Alexander, of Atlanta, representing 
plaintiffs, Julius M, Alexander and others. 
The defendants in this bill are the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, Georgia railroad, 
Jeorgia Rallroad Banking Company, 
Thomas K. Scott, general manager of the 
Georgia railroad; Milton H,. Smith, presi- 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road; Milton H. Smith,individually, and the 
‘Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company. 
It is alleged that the defenaants are at- 
tempting to build the belt line to the detri- 
ment of the stockholders of the Atlanta 
and West Point road. The plaintiffs repre- 
sent about one-fifth of the stock of the 
latter corporation, 

To the bill attached the affidavits of 
John M. Eagan, general manager of the 
Central railroad, and that of H. H. Somer, 
president of the Central railroad, both of 
them directors in the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad. In the affidavits the entire 
recital of facts leading up to the present 
situation in regard to the building of the 
belt line is made. 

ihe bill itself alleges that the Atlanta and 
West Point has a surplus of $302,000 with no 
mortgage; but outstanding debentures to 
the amount of $1,200,000. It is stated thata 
stockholders’ meeting was held on Septem- 
ber 13th, when Mr. Smith, of the Louisville 
and Nashville road, offered a petition ask- 
ing for an amendment to the charter au- 
theorizing the construction of a belt line 
from a point near East Point, on the Cen- 
tral road, to the Georgia railroad. 

Charter Is Amended. 

At the stockholders’ meeting there were 
8,500 shares répresented. When the vote 
was taken on the proposed amendment to 
the charter Messrs. Smith and Scott cast 
the only votes in favor of it. By these 
votes alone it was carried. 

In the afternoon of the same day the 
directors held a meeting, and by that time 
the charter had been amended according to 
the action taken at the meeting of stock- 
holders in the morning. The vote the 
charter as amended was taken, and it ts 
alleged that all the directors voted against 
the construction of the belt line except Mr. 
Smith and Mr, Scott. 

The meeting was controlled by Messrs. 
Scott and Smith, the bill states. A resolu- 
tion was offered that the $300,000 surplus be 
used to pay off the debentures. It is al- 
leged that Mr. Smith and Mr. Scott voted 
ngainst this, and it was defeated.

One is that it is not 
needed, that it will lessen the value of the 
debentures and stock of the Atlanta and 
West Point road to use the surplus in such 
a way, and that it could benefit no road 
unless it is the Georgia or the Louisville 
and Nashville road, which leases the Geor- 
gia.

The following is the affidavit of Mr. 
Eagan, of the Central road, and tells some 
interesting facts about the meetings of the 
Stockholders and directora: 

John M. Egan’s Affidavit. 

“IT am the vice president of the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company and also a di- 
rector of the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
road Company. I attended the meetine of 
the stockholders of the Atlanta and West 
Point Company held in Atlanta September 
15, 1898, representing by proxy the stock of 
the Central of Georgia Railway Company 
and other stockholders. I knew nothing 
prior to the said meeting of the proposed 
building of the belt Letween the West Point 
and Georgia roads, nor, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief, had any of the other 
stockholders, except those controlling the 
meeting, known of it. although it appeared 
ut that meeting that surveys had heen 
made and options had been taken on prop- 
erty for this purpose for some time past. 
I have been a director of the Atlanta and 
West Point since 1897. 

“The petition to the secretary of state 
under the resolution to amend the charter 
of the company to conform to the general 
laws of the state was prepared and in the 
hands of Mr. Thomas K. Scott before the 
meeting. When it was proposed a long and 
spirited discussion followed. Every one 
present except M. H. Smith and Thomas K., 
Scott opposed the change. They absolute- 
ly controlled the meeting by holding a ma- 
jority of the yotes. I requested to have 
action postponed until a later date. which 
was refused. The objeet of the resolution 
Was stated Ly Mr. M. H. Smith as being for 
the purpose of adding or building pranch 
lines, 

5: al motion was made to table the resolu- 
tion, which was defeated by Messrs, Scott 
and Smith, and then the original resolution 
Was carried by the same vote, all others 
VOUNg aguinst it. 

“One of the stockholders offered a resolu- 
tion to call a stockholders’ meeting to take 
action looking to the retiring of the present 
eertilicates of indebtedness by supstituting 
otners at a lower rate of interest. Tnis 
was opposed by Messrs. Scott and Smith. 
Who gave as 4 reason for their opposition 
that any action of that kind should ema- 
hate from the board of directors. The res- 
olution was then changed to request the 
board to take such action, and in this form 
in Wis defeated Ly Messrs. Scutt and Smith, 
all others yoting for it. 

“At the meeting of the directors held 
immediately at the close of the stockhold- 
ers’ meeting the question was again dis- 
cussed. The petition to the secretary of 
State Was presented and passed, Messrs. 
Smith, Seott and Fisher voting for it, and 
Mr. Kerry and I against it. The direec- 
tors took a‘recess until 3 p. m., and meuan-

“The resolution to build the belt to the 
Georgia railroad was carried througiu by 
the domination of Messrs. Scott and Smitu, 
althoug'h estimates were submitted at the 
meeting Whicon showed that it would cost 
from $45,000 to $60,000 per mile. At this 
meeting | asked if any effort had been 
made to secure rights from the Central of 
Georgia railroad and other ruilway lines 
in Atlanta, and was told by Mr. M. H. 
Smith, ‘no.’ { then asked him what ter- 
minals the West Point railroad, with the 
new belt connections, would obtain in Ar- 
lanta, and was informed that they would 
obtain none, but would have two strings 
to their bew; that if the Central turned 
them out, they cculd arrange the matter 
with the Georgia railroad. 1 asked if the 
president of the company had any cause to 
complain of the treatment received from 
the Central at Atlanta, and the frankly 
Stated that they had none. 

“During the discussion at the 
meeting Mr. M. H. Smith sfated

Uhe surplus, as otherwise H. M.- Comer, 
one of the directors, not present at the 
meeting, would insist on paying a 10 per 
cent diyidend to the stockholders, which 
would result in the reduction of rates by 
the railroad commission. 

“The foregoing 1s a substantial account 
of the discussion at the meetings aforesuid, 
and mo other reasons were given by M H. 
Smith or Thomas K. Seott or anv other 
person Why this belt line should be built 
than those above stated. 

“I have been vice president and active 
manager of the operations of the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company since 1895, and 
as such am very familiar with the railroad 
situation in Atlanta and altogether with 
the West Point railroad and its business. 
I am unable to see any benefit of any kind 
Whie'_h can possibly accrue to the West 
Point railroad from the building of this 
belt. It will consume its surplus and take 
from it the advantage which this surplus 
brings and such interest as they are able 
to obtain on it. It will require considerable 
addition to expenses for the maintenance 
and operation of this track and the taxes 
on it. I cannot see how, in any respect, 
there will be either an increase of gross 
earnings or a decrease of expenses from 
this track to the West Point railroad, 
but I can see how such a direct connection 
will be of benetit to the Georgia railroad, 
of which the Louisville and Nashville 
ra‘lroad, with M. H. Smith. president, is 
lessee, and of which Thomas K. Scott {s the 
general manager. Judging from the con- 
versations which I have held from time 
to time, it seems to me that the whole plan 
is a mere scheme for getting rid, at any 
cost, of the surplus in the treasury of the 
Atianta and West Point railroad.”

He Reconm:mends That Some of Best 
Students Be Appointed to the 
Army Every Year. 


Washington, December. $.—The annual re- 
port of the inspector general of the army, 
made public tonight, is somewhat unique, 
the exigencies of the war having scattered 
the officers of the bureau from their regu- 
lar duties to the eommand of troops in 
the field and reduced the number of in- 
Spections considerably. 

At the same time the war brought out 
results in the branch of the service devot- 
®)} to military instruction in eivie schools 
and colleges and makes the basis for some 
interesting recommendations in this line. 

The inspector general] pays a marked com- 
pliment to the personnel of his department, 
well to the other branches vf the 
fovernment, under whose direction the war 
Was successfully prosecuted, with the fol- 
lowing compliment the president: 

‘The energy, perpetual mil- 
itary. provision, the care and painstaking 
that were demonstrated from the white 
house down to the loading wharf. through 
every branch and of the war depurt- 
ment to the final exit of an organized com- 
mand of every arm and « orps of the service 
upon foreign recognition.’ 

He emphasizes strongly the need of pe- 
riodical military maneuvers and ex perimen- 
tal mobilization to insure 1 health and 
Safety of the troops in actual service. If 
this is omitted, he declares, the most lay- 
ish expenditure, with the best intentions 
and most untiring energy as a substitute for 
practical good, is but @ poor makeshift. 

One the most interesting features 
the report that upon military colleges. 
Icxcept for the interruption of military in- 
Struetion by the withdrawal regular 
army instructors during the war. 15.000 atu- 
dents are being annually trained in prac- 
tical and theoretical military service in pri- 
Vate and publie schools and colleges. The 
presidents of forty-six of the colleges whose 
military departments number 7.100 students 
reported that twenty-nine of their regular 
Students and fiftv-nine alumni ‘Jhad been 
commissioned in the regular army and 157 
Students and 29 alumni in the yolunteer 
army, a@ total of i4l officers, or 
for about twelve roagiments. Further, 1,084 
Students and ex-students joined the army 
non-commissioned officers privates, 
Accepting these statisties as a fair average, 
it would report, that the 
regular and volunteer armies secured from 
the students annually instructed by regular 
army officers at the various colleges enough

A Suggestion for the City. 

As the result of the incessant demands 
of those who are transacting business in 
the government building in Atlanta— 
which includes the federal courtrooms, 
the postoffice, a part of the mail ser- 
vice, the custom house and the offices 
of the internal revenue collector—Sena- 
tor Clay has introduced a bill in the 
senate for the appropriation of $250,000 
to be used in the work of enlarging and 
improving the building, which is now, 
a@s the complaint goes, already crowded 
to suffocation. 

Senator Clay has acted with his usual 
promptness in the matter, and he will 
have the active assistance of his col- 
league, Senator Bacon. of Colonel Liv- 
ingston, who is a member of the house 
appropriations committee, and of all the 
members of the Georgia delegation as 
well. As the matter has the approval 
of the secretary of the treasury, there 
seems to be no reason why the appropri- 
ation should not through without 
any trouble. 

But before it does go through. we have 
& suggestion to make to our city author- 
ities, which is nothing less than the 
purchase and utilization of the govern- 
ment building as it stands for the ac- 
commodation of the city government. 
The building will answer this purpose 
for many years to come. Without any 
material changes, it will accommodate 
the city council, and afford a premanent 
home for all the city officials. including 
the officers of the city court. 

Atlanta is now compelled-to rent its 
city hall, and is probably the only city 
of like importance and ambition whieh 
is compelled to resort to such a make- 
shift policy. It is the best that can be done 
at this time, and we offer no criticism 
against it; but is it the best that can 
be done for all time? No one will af- 
firm such athing. The policy of rent- 
ing a city hall flies directly in the face 
of economy, and represents a hand-to- 
mouth scheme which does not commend 
itself to those who believe in Atlanta's 
future. 

It is certain that congress wil] never 
vote an appropriation for a new federal 
building here, while the government 
Owns the present structure. It is equal- 
Iv certain that the appropriation called 
for by Senator Clay’s bill will only tem- 
porarily meet the demand for more 
room that now goes up from the offi- 
cials who occupy the building. It has 
been only a few years since the govern- 
ment was compelled to take the roof 
from the present building and add an- 
other story. If the annex (to erect 
which Senator Clay’s bill bas been in- 
troduced) is completed, it is only a mat- 
ter of a few vears before the increased 
growth of government business. based 
on the growth of the city and the de- 
velopment of the section round about, 
will demand more room. 

The Constitution is, therefore, of the 
opinion that it will be an economical 
scheme all around for the city to acquire 
the building as it stands and use it as 
the headquarters of the municipal gov- 
ernment. For such a purpose it would 
require no addition and verv' few 
changes. It is commodious enough to 
accommodate the city government for 
many years to come; perhaps for ali 
time.VWits purchase from the United States 
would leave the federal government free 
to erect a building here which, in char- 
acter and commodiousness, would put an 
end to the patchwork method of furnish- 
ing accommodations to the federal bus- 
iness. 

It is preposterous to suppose that the 
city can continue to rent a city hall for 
any long period. 

But we are not criticising the city’s 
present policy, which, for the moment, 
is well enough. We think the city 
could very readily drive a profitable bar- 
gain with the federal government, and 
thus seciire possession of a city hall in 
keeping with the character of the mu- 
nicipality and capable of accommodating 
all the officials who represent the city 
government. 

At any rate, the project is worth try- 
ing. If Atlanta and the federal govern- 
ment can, by swapping around and ex- 
changing places in this particular mat- 
ter, put an end to the makeshift meth- 
ods which now characterize their policy, 
we think the result would be very for- 
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go 


tunate for both parties. For instance, 
there is nothing economical! or promising 
in the patchwork scheme by which the 
government proposes to enlarge the 
custom house and postoffice; ver it can- 
not surrender this building out of band, 
as it were, and proceed to erect another. 
On the other hand, Atlanta cannot af- 
ford to continue renting quarters for its 
city governmen’. It will thus be seen 
that the federal government and the 
city both have serious problems on hand. 
By making a swap, both are disposed 
of. If the city can get the government 
building at e fair price the federal gov- 
ernment will be free fo erect a new 
building and put an end to patchwork. 
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Where Reform Is Possible. 

‘The disclosure made by The Consti- 
tution yesterday as to the cost-of ad- 
ministration of the public schoo} fund 
of Georgia, suggests where reform mav 
be made. In the development of the 
fact that not less than one hundred 
thousand dollars of the money supposed 
to go to the children of the state never 
reaches them, but is caught up in the 
sieve of administration, it was not in- 
tended as in any way a reflection upon 
the officers who have received it. The 
building up of this fund of administra- 
tion was but one of the leaks to which 
Governor Candler alluded in his eanvass 
of the state. Because its origin and 
growth was unintentional does not tend 
to relieve its weight upon the people. 
They only knew that the fund for pub- 
lic education had grown out of ail rea- 
son, and it was not clear where all the 
money could have gone to. Now that 
one of the biggest leaks has been lo- 
cated through which the public money 
escapes, ostensibly for the edueation of 
children,*but really for the payment of 
services which should be performed 
through patriotic effort, it must become 
the duty of the state school commission- 
er, aided by the legislature, to see to it 
that the entire fund voted for educa- 
tion shall go to that exclusive purpose. 
In other words, when the state is liberal 
enough to tax its people heavily in or- 
der to make a large appropriation for 
the education of its children, every ecoun- 
ty should have citizens patriotic enough 
to undertake the distribution of this 
fund without cost to the state or draft 
upon the fund itself. If the counties 
cannot find such citizens, then it should 
tax itself to pay for this administrative 
service. An adherence to this policy 
can cut down the public burdens about 
$100,000 viewed from one side, or it can 
add to the actual teaching fund the same 
amount of money on the other. 

It has become a habit of legislators 
and others to pass over trifles lightly. 
Thus they will say that a certain appro- 
priation is only so much “per capita,” 
without stopping to think that it is the 
united per capitas of a!] the tems which 
make up the burdens, and that they must 
be considered together, While each coun- 
ty in the state imagined that the few 
hundred dollars spent therein for ad- 
ministration was. too small to talk about, 
vet when the aggregte of over $100,000 
is looked at in a lump, it will be seen 
that it is no small matter, and that the 
sum is large enough to stand for a two 
vears’ increase of the fund even under 
the most prosperous circumstances. 

The county school commissioners 
7orgia are a valuable set of men. They 
have in hand one of the greatest inter- 
ests in the state—an interest which is too 
important to be measured by dollars 
and cents, and which can only be meas- 
ured by the patriotism and public spirit 
of the men who hold the public posi- 
tions. It is to this patriotism and pub- 
lic spirit that The Constitution would 
relegate these officers to be supplement- 
ed by such rewards as their counties 
may see fit to give. 

In the meantime, let the public school 
fund stand safely for the children. Do 
not let it be the cover under which ex- 
penses of other kinds are hidden away. 
When we speak of the appropriation to 
public education, let it be of the appro- 
priation which goes straight to the 
pockets of the school teachers. That is 
the destination intended for it by the 
peop!e, and in this we are satisfied that 
Commissioner Glenn and those who are 
interested in the high maintenance of 
our public schoo] system will heartily 
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Congratulations to Alabama. 

Though the legislature of ourown state 
has thus far negiected to take care of 
the future in a very important matter, 
we are nevertheless glad to extend our 
hearty congratulations to the demo- 
‘rats of the Alabama legislature who 
have fully and finally declared in favor 
of a constitutional convention and have 
arranged the preliminaries for the as- 
sembling of that body. 

A bill has been prepared (and will be 
adopted) which provides for an election 
to be held next July at which the peo- 
Pie will determine whether they desire 
to hold a constitutional convention. At 
the election, delegates will be voted for, 
so that if a majority of the people de- 
sire a convention a new election for 
delegates will not be necessary. 

While we congratulate the democrats 
of our sister state for their promptness 
and energy in responding to the de- 
mands of the situation, and we regret 
that the Georgia legislature hag delayed 
in the matter until now it is almost 
too late to take action. The necessity 
for a constitutional convention is no 
greater in Alabama than in Georgia, 
probably not so great. In our sister 
state taxation has not reached the high 
leve! at which it stands in Georgia, and 
there seems to be no disposition on 
the part of the poorer counties to un- 
dertake schemes of spoliation aimed at 
the richer and more populous sections. 
Moreover, so far as the negro problem 
is concerned, Alabama has within her 
borders two of the most conservative 
and accomplished of the new negro lead- 
ers, Booker T.. Washington and W. H. 
Councill, both men of marked ability 
and practical edueators. 

In Georgia, we need .a constitutiona! 
convention not onlv to restrict the bal- 
lot to those who are abletoread and un- 
derstand the organic law, but to fix the 
maximum rate of taxation so that, here- 
after, no freakish or forgetful jegislature 
may be able to sacrifice the interests of 
the people to any scheme, no matter 
how plausible the arguments in itg fa-

It is impossible that we should go on 
as we have been going, practically in- 
Viting a negro coalition in some sec- 
tions of the state, such as recently oc- 
casioned so much unnecessary trouble in 
North Carolina. We do not mean. by 
this that we regard the negro as a 
dangerous element. They get along very 
well until they fall under the leadership 
of some unscrupulous white or negro pol- 
itician, who is willing to sacrifice his 
deluded followers if thereby he can 
have a brief experience as an Office 
holder. 

In proposing to restrict ignorant suf- 
frage we do not do so for the purpose 
of injuring the negro, but for the pur- 
pose of helping him. A constitutional 
amendment such as seems to be desirable 
would be a great benefit to the ignor- 
ant negroes. It would take them out 
of politics, and serve to decrease the 
friction which brought about such un- 
happy results in North Carolina. Such 
a course has the recommendation of all 
the conservative negro leaders who can 
see an inch beyond their noses, and in 
due time, it will have the indorsement 
of the rank and file of the negroes them- 
selves. 
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New Form of Tax Dodger. 

A new form of tax dodging has been 
discovered in the home of that profes- 
sion—New York city. 

Under the United States revenue stamp 
law the fee bill is based upon valua- 
tion in the transfer of property, real 
and personal. lor a week or two af- 
ter that law went into foree, the news- 
papers were filled with stories of large 
sums paid in stamp tax upon the trans- 
fers of valuable pieces of property.

is Oficial Report Advises Elevated Tracks and Depression 


of Several Streets, 


VERICLES PASS UNDER TRACKS 


Estimate of Cost ef Improvements Is 
About $450,000. 


SEPOT TO CONTAIN SEVEN TRACKS 


Station Would Remain at Present Site. 
The Idea Is To Use Elevators 
for Passengers—Whitehall 
Grade Would Be Rath- 
er Sharp. 


Through the courtesy of Major J. W. 


Thomas, president of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, The Constitu- 
tion is enabled this morning to present to 
its readers the report prepared by Mr. Brad- 
ford L. Gilbert on the Atlanta depot ques- 
tion. 

As originally outlined in The Constitution, 


Mr. Gilbert proposes to erect a station 


on the present side with seven tracks en- 


tering it. 
The tracks would be elevate@ and White- 
hall, Pryor and Loyd streets would be de- 


pressed in order to allow vehicles to pass 


under the tracks. 


No figures are given in Mr. Gilbert's 


preliminary report, but he says that the 
problem will work out all right without 
interfering with the city’s water and drain- 
age system. 

The suggestion about depressing the grade 
of the streets caused some confusion when 


the first intimation of the nature of the 


plans was obtained. Instead of the tracks 


being depressed below the streets, a care- 
ful reading of ths report ehows that Mr, 
Gilbert proposcs that the street grade shall 
be lowered and that the trains shall enter 
the cspot on elevated tracks. 

Mr. Gilbert estimates the cost at $450,000. 


That is more than the railway officials had 


ca‘culated on spending on the terminal 


bere. They thought that a very handsome 
and commodious 6tation ought to be erect- 
ed for $350,000 or less money.

The report in full is as follows: 

New York, November 30, 1898.—J. W. 
Thomas, Esq., President Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway, 
Nashville, Tenn. Dear Sir: Complying 
with your request of November IIth, 
last, asking me “‘to visit Atlanta, look 
ever the situation and advise as to the 
practicability of a union station at the 
present location,’’ I would respectfully 
submit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing report, based upon a careful 
study of the problem and personal ex- 
amination of the present site and re- 
quirements in detail: 

As further requested, 1 
considered the purchase of 
property, or any other possible station 
site, nor furnished any preliminary 
drawings, as the details of the scheme 
can be made to conform with your 
wishes and requirements when adopted. 

As to the problem to be solved: It has 
been assume@ that any recommendation 
or scheme would prove objectionable to 
all interests involved, unless the pres- 
ent congested condition of traffic was 
radically and effectively overcome—the 
@angerous grade crossings W hite- 
hall, Pryor and Loyd streets abolished, 
ample provision made for future rail- 
road growth and future development, 
upon a scale commensurate with the im- 
portance of the interests involved, and 
based upon existing conditions and con- 
tingent property rigtts within a compar- 
atively moderate expenditure. It is

MUST NOT SELL COUNTERFEITS. 


Hurd, Pierson & Co. Enjoined for the 
Second Time. 


Hurd, Pierson & Co., known to the drug 
trade as users of counterfeits of well-known 
remedies. were give a second defeat for the 
year yesterday when Judge Jenkins of the 
United States circuit court issued an in- 
junction forbidding them to sell any imita- 
tion of Carter's little liver pills. Scarcely 
a month ago Judge Grosscup enjoined the 
same firm from using labels imitating those 
placed upon packages containing Castoria, 
the product of the Centaur Company. 

The suit in which the latest injunction 
Was issued was begun by the Carter Medi- 
cine Company as complainants, against 
George Hurd and Benjainin Pierson, form- 
ing the firm of Hurd, Pierson & Co. At the 
hearing before Judge Jenkins the defend- 
ants were not present. The attorneys for 
the complainants, by exhibits and affida- 
vits, which proved to the Satisfaction of 
the court that the defendants ‘had beer us- 
ing wrappers counterfeit of these used by 
the Carter Medicine Company about pack- 
ages containing bottles of pills not of the 
cOmplainants’ manufacture. 

Judge Jenkins declared in his decision 
that the counterfeiting of wrappers and the 
manufacture of a spurious remedy was an 
infringement of the complainants’ trade 
mark vighte and formally enjoined Hurd, 
Pierson & Co., or their agents or employees, 
during the period of the pendency of the 
suit from using wrappers, bills, labels or 
pills in imitation of the products placed 
on the market by the Carter Medicine Com- 
pany in pursuance of their rights. 

Wholesale druggists and manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines were made jubilant 
by the granting of this injunction. They 
are in hopes that other makers of spurious’ 
remedies will profit by the example of 
Hurd, Pierson & Co. and retire, for the 
time at least, from business.—Chicago 
Chronicle, November 24th.

As no clue as to the identity of the dead 
man could be found, Coroner Sta'nps gave 
the body to the county and it will be 
turned over to one of the medical coileges.

ARMY CAMP IS ABANDONED. 


Volunteer Camp at Corpus Christi, 
Tex., Given Up by Government. 


Under orders from. the war department, 
the army camps of the south are rapidly 
being abandoned except in those states 
where troops are stationed for the winter. 
Authority was given the commanding gen- 
eral of the department of the gulf yesterday 
to disband the volunteer army camp at Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex., where troops have been 
stationed since the outbreak of the war. 

The camp at Corpus Christi was one of 
the largest in the south and a number of 
Texas regiments were in camp there for 
several months. With the departure of the 
Third Texas infantry the place was left 
vacant and under the orders of the depart- 
ment of the gulf, the camp will be aban- 
doned by the government at once. 
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U. S. TRCOPS GO THROUGH SUEZ 


Regulars Will Be Sent to Dewey Di- 
rect from New York City. 

New York, December 9.—The next regi- 
ments to start for Manila will embark at 
New York about the end of this month. and 
will go through the Suez canal. The expe- 
dition will consist of three regiments of 
regular infantry, distributed between two 
of the largest converted transports owned 
by the government, with perhaps a convoy 
of two warships. 

The decision to use New York as the point 
of embarkation instead of San Francisco, 
Whence al] tne earlier forces started for 
the Philippines3, was reached by General 
Corbin after a careful review of a number 
of considerations, chief amang which was 
the urgency for haste. The early comple- 
tian of the treaty of peace with Spain ren- 
ders indispensable a prompt increase of the 
American forces, not only at Manila, but 
to provice additional garrisons for other 
important centers in the archipelago, 
which will immediately fall under American 
domination, with its accompanying respon- 
sibility for the security of life and property. 

The navy may send one or two cruisers 
with the expedition as far as Gibraltar, 
where the Helena has just arrived, and 
where she may act as a convoy, and Ad- 
miral Dewey may send one of his vessels 
as far as Singapore to meet the fleet. Stops 
will probably be made on the voyage at 
Gibraltar, Port Said, Aden, Colombo and 
Singapore, where coal will be ready and 
fresh food will be obtained.

By the Side of Remnants of Wheeler's Qld Cavalry Will March 
a Regiment of the Velunteers of the Late War, 


FIGHT BANDS FOR PARADE 


The Street Demonstration Will Be the 
Larpest Ever Seen in the South, 


RECEPTION COMMITTEE MEETS 


7 
General Wheeler Wires That He Is 
Pleased with Position Offered 
Him in Parade—Later Sub- 
scriptions to Jubilee 
Fund. 


At the meeting of the executive committee 
of the Jubilee association held at Jubilee 
headquarters yesterday morning, the report 
of Grand Marshal West, in charge of the 
big civic and military parade, was sub- 
mitted to the committee, and the members 
expressed themselves gratified with the ex- 
cellent showing made by the marshal, 

The big street demonstration will be par- 
ticipated in by the civic organizations and 
enough applications have been made for 
places in the line to form ten large divis- 
fons, each of which will contain several 
thousand men. 

In addition to the large number of or- 
ganizations that have so far been secured, 
the executive committee has completed ar- 
rangements io bring at least one of the 
regiments of the brigade now stationed at 
Athens to Atlanta to take part in the cele- 
bration, 

A telegram was received by President 
Hemphill from Representative Livingston 
yesterday stating that the consent of the 
war department for the troops to come 
from Athens had been secured, and that 
arrangement for the transportation of the 
men could begin at once. The regiments 
of the brigade at Athens are all composed 
of splendid troops, but it is probable that 
the committee will invite the Third New 
Jersey volunteers, as it is known that the 
New Jersey regiment has one of the finest 
drum corps in the service. Together with 
the regiment to come from Athens, the offi- 
cer in command of the battalion of the Fifth 
infantry at Fort McPherson has been 
instructed by General Pennington to take 
part ip the celebration. The troops at the 
post are among the best drilled of any that 
have been in camp there during the year, 
and they will make a fine appearance in 
the big parade, 

All of the local volunteer commands com- 
prising more than a battalion of well- 
drilled men will be seen in the parade, and 
the home troops will be well received along 
the line of march, 

Music for Parade. 

In addition to the six military bands that 
were secured by Marshal West some days 
ago, the committee yesterday gave tim 
authority to bring the band of the Third 
Tennessee volunteers, composed of nearly 
thirty pieces, to the Jubilee. The Tennes- 
see regiment is now in camp at Anniston, 
Ala., and arrangments have been made for 
the band to arrive on the day before the 
celebration. 

With the large band of the regiment to 
be brought from Athens, the grand marshal 
will thave eight, and possfbly ten musical 
organizations at different points along the 
line, and with the length of the parade 
the bands will be such a distance apart 
that they will not interfere with each other. 

The list of civic organizations in this state 
that have signified a willingness to take 
part in the parade has been completed, and 
is made up in all of more than sixty or- 
ganizations, of which all, with few excep- 
tions, will be in uniform. 

The parade will in no sense be a trades 
display, and the few floats that will be 
allowed to take part will be of the most 
costly and extensive character. 

Marshal West is rapidly completing his 
staff and assigning commanders for the 
various divisions of the parade. He states 
that the street demonstration will be the 
longest and most complete thing of the 
kind ever seen in the south. 

Cormittees Finish Work. 

The various committees of the association 
are rapidly completing their part of the 
work for the celebration and little now re- 
mains to be done except by the members 
of the reception committee, whose labors 
are to begin anew upon the arrival of the 
distinguished guests of the city. This com- 
mittee is looked upon as one of the most 
important of the association, and is com- 
posed of many of the most prominent gen- 
tlemen in the city. Upon the arrival of 
the guestS the sub-committees from the 
reception committee that will be appointed 
to look after each of the famous men who 
will soon reach the city will meet the trains 
on which they come and escort them to the

In addition to the troop of General 
Wheeler's old cavalry to ride with him in 
the parade, « body-guard composed of 
General Clement A. Evans, commander of 
the Georgia division of United Confederate 
Veterans, and his staff will accompany 
General Wheeler. d 

Colonel Prather is meeting with much 
success in raising a company of General 
Wheeler's old comrades, and their presence 
will be acceptable in the parade whether 
they are able to obtain horses or not. 

At the public reception, to be given to 
the distinguished guests at the executive 
mansion Thursday afternoon, the commit- 
tee will have one of the best bands secured 
for the celebration, and the reception will 
be largely attended for the reason that few 
other opportunities will be given the public 
to meet the famous men. 

Decorating Going On. 

A number of homes and business houses 
of Atlanta have already been decorated ex- 
tensively for. the Peace Jubilee, and the 
decoration committee reports that by the 
time the celebration begins, the majority

It is the opinion of the committee that 
nothing will aid the Peace Jubilee so much 
as the interest that the public generally is 
taking in if Along the line of march it is 
expected that every business house and 
every home will be decorated with the na- 
tional colors.

The labors of the finance committee, 
which are nearly closed, have been the 
means of placing in the treasury of the 
assOciation a large sum of money for the 
needs of the Peace Jublflee, and contribu- 
tions of various sums continue to come in.

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CABINET DISCUSSES ISLANDS. 


McKinley and His Advisors Hold Reg- 
ular Friday Session. 

Washington, December 9.—The discussion 
of the details of the administration of gov- 
ernment affairs in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, under the treaty af peace 
which is about to be signed in Paris, oceu- 
pied a large part of the time at today’s 
cabinet meeting. The establishment of a 
hew postal system in Cuba is regarded as 
a pressing necessity. The present purpose 
is to fashion the new system as far as 
practicable upon our own model. 

Cablegrams were read from Admiral 
Dewey and General Otis, at Manila, giving 
their views as to the number of troops that 
it would ba necessary to keep in the Phil- 
ippines during the administration of the 
military government. Further than this 

he contents of these messages were not 
made public, but the information received, 
it is stated, was entirely satisfactory to 
the president. Nothing had been heard 
from Paris up to the close of the cabinet 
meeting. <An Official denial is authorized 
that the sale of the Philippines to any 
other nation has ever been considered by 
this government, and it is stated that the 
published statements to the effect fhat their 
sale to Japan had been under discussion 
was altogether false. The cabinet also 
talked over an elaborate tariff measure, 
which is now in preparation here, to go 
into effect, as now planned, contempora- 
neously with the entire relinquishment of 
the islands by the Spanish on January Ist. 
This tariff measure, it is said, will show an 
average reduction all along the line of 
about 50 per cent from the Spanish tariff 
rates. The understanding now is that there 
will be no export duties and that in other 
ways the burden of taxation will be re- 
duced. 

Postmaster General Emory Smith remain- 
ed in consultation with the president almost 
the entire afternoon, talking over the 
scheme of postal administration of Cuba.

My 
per diem remains the same, and I expect 
it will remain the same. Now [I want 
them to understand that I do not care 
what they do or thow many resolutions 
they introduce. = am responsible to the 
people. I have mv faults and the people 
know them, but I hope I have enough vir- 
tures to overbalance the faults, and I 
trust the people Know this to be true,

Santiago de Cuba, December 9.—The ex-

May Organize a Church Affe 
Third Baptis. Is Moved. 


Say They Can Be Led to Water but 
Can't Be Made to Drink, 


DECLARE THEY WAVE BEEN INSULIEE 


Applause, They Say, Was Result of 
Pent Up Enthusiasm and Was 
Not Intended as an In- 
sult to Rev. Dr. 
Broughton. 


“There must and will be a chureh for the 


‘minority’ on this side of the railroad.’’ This 
is the expression of Mr. N. J. Taylor, of the 
Third Baptist church, and which is said to 
be the sentiment of that part of the congre- 
giution styled the minority by those mem- 
hers who are in favor of selling the present 
hurch and ovine nearer the center ol 


"ital 
town. 

From this statement it would seem that 
it is the intention of the members of the 
minority not to attend the Third Baptist 
church in event it is erected on the new 
site. It is their stated desire to have a 
church tn the district in which the present 
church is located and from what has been 
said it would seem that they intend to 
have a church there even if it becomes 
necessary for them to establish it 

The members of the congregation who 
constitute the minority, are still confident 
that something will occur in the near fu- 
ture to change the present conditions now 
existing in the matter of discontinuing the 
use of the Third saptist church on Jones 
avenue, Some have resigned themselves in 
the matter, saying that the majority will 
rule, and that if it is the wish of the great- 
er number of the church members to dls- 
pose of the present property and move to 
the lot on the corner of Luckie and Harris 
streets, purchased some time ago, that they 
are powerless to prevent 1 

“They can lead us to water, said one 
member last night, ‘but they can’t make 
us drink, and if they do sell the church and 
erect one nearer in town, they cannot 
make us attend,” 

This seems to be the sentiment of nearly, 
ff not all, of the ones most opposed te 
Dr. Broughton’s plan of selling the present 
ehureh and building a tabernacle on Luckie 
Street, 

The Argument of Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. T. B. Wilson, who is probably one of 
the oldest members of the Third Baptist 
chureh and was for twelve consecutive 
yeurs treasurer of the organization, is one 
of the members ¢pposed to the disposal 
of th preseut property. Mr. Wilson prepared 
the plans from which the church Was built 
and was one of many who assisted in the 
erection of the edifice. He is said to be one 
of the most conservative members repre- 
senting the minority. Ile says: 

“As I understand it, one cf Dr. Brough- 
ton's reasons for the proposed removal of 
the church is that by doing so, the tield 
for the work of the church will be greatly 
enlarged. To this | shoukd like to say that 
the ‘Third Baptist church is only one of 
about three houses of worship in this part 
of the city and to my own personal Knowl- 
edge there is abundant material near and 
around the church in need of a helping hand 
from religion. He claims that the nolse 
from the. railroads is almost unbearable, 
but it is a faet that many of the churches 
nearer in have made that same objection 
to the street traffic. Heavy vehicles passing 
before the doors of the churehes on the 
stone paved streets make a fuss that causes 
the noise from the trains to pale into in- 
significance. We have managed to get along 
quite well for a number of vears with the 
trains passing and repassing and we are 
of the opinion that we can do so for a 
number of years to come. From a financial 
standpoint I think the proposed plan of 
removal an unwise one. I believe it has 
been stated that an offer of about $3,200 has 
been made for the present property, which, 
if it he true, is far below the true value of 
the church and lot. We have already spent 
many times that amount on the church and 
it would be equal to giving the property 
away to sell it at such a price. The lot at 
the corner of Luckie and Harris streets 
was bought for something like $6,000. on 
which $2,000 has already been. paid. If the 
Third church is sacrificed tor $3,200 and a 
new church, or even a temporary one, as 
has been suggested, be erected on the lot, 
there will be a heavy debt for the congre- 
gation to shoulder and it is for just such 
reasons as these that we have opposed the 
plan.” 

What Mr. N. J. Taylor Says. 

Another one of the opposing members is 
N. J. Taylor. who has been a member 
of the Tihird church for a number of years, 
and what he says regarding the matter is 
interesting 

“We have built that church not only with 
money, but with hard work, and to have it 
sold over our heads means a heartache 
for most of us. When the Third Baptist 
church Was erected, there was not a man 
in the then struegling congregation who 
did not contribute something to the build- 
ing of the house. Some gave what money 
they could and many went at night after 
the day's labor was ended and worked 
until late, putting down floors, hanging 
windows and digging the basement. We all 
labored togetihner, and it was a labor of 
love. The good women of the church en- 
couraged us in many ways, and their part 

he building of the church was no small 

Dr. Broughton laid some stress 

state of his feelings when He lost 

at Roanoke. and said that it 

reat blow to ‘him.

January To Inspect Prison Site. 


TWO SITES WANTED AT ONCE 


Judge Griggs Will Be Accompanied on 
His Visit to This City by Senator 
Clay and Col. Livingston. 


Attorney General Griggs, in an interview 
with Senator Clay at the capital yesterday 
signified his intention of visiting Atlanta 
during the early part of January for the 
purpose of inspecting proposed sites for the 
big federal to be erected in 
this city. 

The attorney general, 
invitation he had received 
Atlanta Jubilee, stated that he 
the honor highly an@ would make every 
effort to attend the celebration. 

On his trip to this city in January the 
attorney general will be accompanied by 
Senator Clay and Colonel Livingston, two 
of the Georgia delegation who did much 
to bring the prison to Atlanta. 

Judge Griggs expressed the 
terday that the city authorities of 
would, within the course of the next twenty 
days, forward to him in Washington the 
details of at least two sites for 
the prison so that he could gain some idea 
of the location before coming south. 

His idea is t'gat there should be _ be- 
tween 250 and acres watered 
and healthiiy lycated land for big fed- 
eral prison, and that it should be situated 
somewhere near a through trunk line, one 
of the requisites for all federal prisons. 

The attorney general intimated that he 
was going to be hard to please in the se- 
lection of the site, for he stated to Senator 
Clay that the federal prison was to be 
big thing for Atlanta and the state and 
that he would have the place for it suit- 
able in every respect. 

As soon as the plans of the locations are 
forwarded to Washington the work of 
choosing the site for the prison will be 
begun, but active work on the buildings 
will probably be deferred until after the 
visit of the attorney general.

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* A mistrial was declared yesterday ai 
noon in the case of the state against John 
Asbury charged with the murder of police- 
man Carl Mills. The jury was out for six 
hours, but no agreement was reached. This 
is the second mistrial that has occurred in 
this case. At the November term of the 
criminal court Asbury was tried but no ver- 
dict was reached. 

. Yesterday morning more witnesses were 
introduced by the defendant and some im- 
portant testimony produced. Mr. J. Sam- 
uel Slicer, who has been lately admitted 
to the bar in this state, did the questioning. 
He handled his case in a vigorous manner 
and drew out of the witnesses the vital 
point in their testimony. He was assisted 
by Mr. Joseph Nealon, who conducted the 
cross-examination. 

Asbury showed surprise when the mis- 
trial was declared and expressed his will- 
ingness to return to the jai] and wait until 
the next term. 

A number of other cases were disposed of 
during the session of the court yesterday. 
Bob Steele, the barber, was arraigned, 
charged with taking from the treasury of 
the Star lodge of Masons, $456. The indict- 
ment against him was quashed hecause it 
Was not alleged that the Masonic lodge was 
a corporation of this county. 

A. O. Harris, a witness, did not attend the 
court regularly enough and it was stated 
that he went hunting on Thursday, when he 
should have attended the court. Judge Can- 
filer fined him $25. A number of smaller 
cases were disposed of, and the court took 
a final adjournment until 1899, 


Criminal Court Statistics. 

The year has been a remarkable one with 
the criminal court. Fewer indictments have 
been returned by the grand jury than prob- 
ably any previous year for a decade. The 
court was run a fewer number of days than 
for many years before and the docket was 
entirely cleared. There not remain a 
prisoner in jail who is under an indictment. 

A session of the grand jury will be held 
next week, when some indictments will be 
returned and will heard in January. 

Two hunared and eighty-nine true bills 
have been returned by the grand jury. All 
of these have been disposed of by the court 
in just thirty-three days. Many of them 
were murder cases and required much time 
for disposal. Cases brought over from 18!7 
were disposed of within the thirty-three 
days. ;
